GENEVA, April 16.—Great 


Britain, France and Italy today 
united before the Council of 
the League of Nations in con- 
demnation of Germany's uni- 


lateral repudiation of treaty 
obligations, and in seeking 
measures to prevent similar 


actions in the future. 
GENEVA, April 16. — France 
called upon the League of Na- 
tions Council to condemn Ger- 
man re-armament, in a_ stern 
message today delivered by For- 
eign Minister Pierre Laval, who 


also acted as spokesman for 
Britain and Italy. 
The foreign minister, amid a 


tense silence in the council, de- 
clared the reich had provoked 
“uneasiness in the world,” and 
1an announcement of 
rmament last mon had 
royed the British and 
French hopes of “the solid or- 


ganization of European  secur- 
ity.” 
“The German initiative of 


March 16 must be condemned,” 


declared the French foreign 
minister. “Measures must be 
foreseen to make the future 


operation of the covenant more 
effective within the organiza- 
tion of collective. security.

STELLARTON, N.S., April | 
16.—A mysterious explosion | 
in the Allan shaft, near here, 
where 88 miners were killed 
in 1918, today trapped seven 
men underground. D. H. Mc-| 
Lean, resident superintendent | 
of the Acadia Coal company, | 
said the seven were working | 
on the 1,500 foot southwest 
level, where the explosion oc- 
curred. He said it was pos- 
sible their way to safety had 
been blocked. About 90 men 
in all went down into the pit 


this morning. 

Cause of the explosion was a 
mystery. The nearest workers, 1,500 
feet away from the spot where the 
seven were working, said they 
heard only a dull, muffled thud fol- 
lowed by a whistling blast of air 
that swept one man off his feet and 

hurled him several yards

Europe has received 25,000,000 bushels 
of foreign wheat less than during the 
Same eight and a half months last 
year. Stocks in the five principal 

rts on the continent are 2,500,000 
less than a year ago and those in the 
ports of the U.K. are 2,800,000 less | 
than last year

for Canadian wheat, but a parcel of 
Rosa Fe 63'; Ibs. May shipment sold 
at 24s 9d equal to 81 cents. A_ south | 
Australian parcel afloat sold at 27s 6d. | 
Liverpool erports a tightening of the | 
cif. offer prices of Barusso wheat in | 
the Argentine. Shippers are not will- 
ing to accept less than 77'4 cents cif. ! 
or 83%, cents duty paid | 

This is the same price as South 


Australian wheat, which should divert 
some of the English demand to Aus- 
tralia from the Argentine The pre- | 
ferential tariff in England on colonial 
grain is now being felt. With the| 
small Argentine crop restricting offers 
prices have advanced and on top of 
this a 2s per quarter import duty will | 
divert the demand to Australia, where 
offers are not abundant. 

If France, Sweden and the Black 
Sea shipments continue to decrease 
it may happen that tmporters will be 
forced to pay the high price asked 
by Canada, but up to the present time 
there are very few signs of any buy- 
ing for shipment from Montreal.

Invasion of Press and Public Rights 


Mr. Farthing opposed not only the principles of the 
bills, which he declared to be an invasion of public and 
press rights, but protested the vindictive penalties of 
$1,000 and $5,000 and the injustice of sending cases of this 
magnitude to be dealt with by J.P.’s who know little or no 
law. It ended with Mr. Lymburn agrecing to give the trial 
of newspaper prosecutions to police magistrates. 

Mr. Howson made a final appeal after all other efforts 
had been voted down. He said: 

“You have got your bills through the Committee as 
you want them. You have this terrible club over the heads 
of the newspapers. If any of them do need to be threatened, 
you have the means of threat. A threat will be as good as 
a law. I am asking that instead of making these bills law 
on receiving the assent of the lieut-governor, that they be 
deferred as law until given proclamation, and not made law 
until it becomes necessary—if it does become necessary.” 

The U.F,.A. members, like a machine voted down the 
request. 


Will Not Affect Outside Newspapers 

Mr. J. M. Dechene, Liberal, made one sage comment 
after the two bills were through. He rose and said: “By 
what it has done this night, this House has gone back 
twenty-five years. It has lined itself up with the press 
policies of Stalin, Mussolini and Hitler, 

It was admitted by Attorney-General Lymburn during 
the debate that the bills will only affect the newspapers of 
Alberta and cannot affect the publication of Alberta court 
actions and other prohibited matters of public interest in 
newspapers printed outside the province and mailed into 
Alberta. These need only meet the requirements of the 
Criminal Code, and the Libel and Slander Act of their pro- 
vince. 

Hon. J. F. Lymburn, K.C., attorney general bore the 
major share of the burden in the battle to put the legisla- 
tion through. 

Hon. Perren Baker, minister of education; Hon. Irene 
Parlby, minister without portfolio; Gordon Forster, U.F.A.. 
Hand Hills; W. H. Shield, U.F.A., Macleod and Donald 
Cameron, U.F.A., Innisfail, rendered some assistance. 

All the opposition gunning had only one result. The 
attorney general withdrew one section of the Judicial Pro- 
ceedings biil, giving a trial judge the right, in effect to 
censor publication of any material on actions taking place 
before him, prior to its publication. 

Otherwise the bills went through practically as they 
were brought down. One clause has been stood over by the 
attorney general with the possibility of extending its pro- 
visions to include restriction of publication of news regard- 
ing criminal cases along the lines of restrictions on civil 
cases, 

The battle opened when the house met for the after- 
noon session and the attorney general proceeded to pilot 
the bills through the house in committee.

This week will probably be a week of Easter 
vacation for most of the school children, I 
would suggest that mothers take advantage of 
the holiday season and check over the child's 
health. This is a splendid time for taking the 
child te the dentist in order to have the teeth 
examined and have any small 
cavities filled before they are 
large enough to cause tovih- 
aches. This dental care will 
help the child to have a good 
set of teeth later. 

It is also a gaod time to 
have the eyes examined if 
there is any question as to 
whether the child needs 
glasses. A good optometrist 
will find out whether or net 
the eyes need correcting. 
Many of the eye troubles of childhood can be 
outgrown or stopped from growing worse if 
the child's eyes are cared for in time. 

Children who have flat feet should be fitted 
with the correct shoes for helping the arches to 
grow stronger. The child should also begin to 
take the special exercises every morning and 
night which will help the feet to improve. 

If the child has ringworm, scabies, fungi, or 
some infection which he has picked up at school, 
this is an excellent time for starting treatment 
to clear it up. 

Children who are round shouldered may 
begin on some easy exercises for correcting the 
spine before the curvature becomes more pro- 
nounced. If you do not know of some good 
exercises to use send a three cent stamp and a 
large self-addressed envelope for my article 
called “How Spinal Weakness Affects Your 
Health.”

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1892 the As- 
semb!y of New Brunswick passed 
an act abolishing the Icgislative 
council which had been in exist- 
ence from the foundation of the 
colony in 1784. A year later 
Prince Edward Island determined 
to have only one chamber, which 
left only Nova Scotia and Quebec 
with two houses. 

It was not for lack of public 
sentiment against the council that 
Nova Scotia was burdened, for 
Mr. W. S. Fielding cssayed its 
abolition early in the 90's, with- 
out success, the council declin- 
ing to abolish itself. Finally in 
1926, Hon. E. N. Rhodes, then 
provincial premier but now Min- 
ister of Finance of Canada, in- 
troduced a bill to abolish the 
council. It was rejected by the 
upper house like other bills be- 
fore, and Mr. Rhodes appea'ed to 
the courts, the Privy Council fin- 
ally deciding that he could ap- 
point enough additional council-

The letter first proceeds to explode the Ottawa government's 
elaim to a substantial favorable balance of trade. 


The bank says: The “favoreble” trade balance (exclusive of 
gold) works out at $144,712,000 for the twelve months period. 


The catch is in the words “exclusive of gold’'—because all 


gold mined in Canada is bought by the government and sent out 
of the country to balance trade obligations. This gold amounted 
in value to over one hundred million dollars in the twelve months 
referred to by the bank; so, instead of having a favorable trade 
balance, we lost over one hundred million dollars in real gold 
for the doubtful privilege of reading some account books entries. 


The really horrifying statement by the bank reads as follows: 


“A downward trend in current loans continued in the Jan- 


uary bank statement, the figure reaching the lowest point since 
February, 1917. On the other hand, domestic deposits showed a 


gain of $115,600,000 over a year ago, constituting a surplus of 
$893,000,000 over loans, compared with one of $711,000,000 on the 
same date of 1934, Security holdings by the banks have now 
reached $973,000,000, the highest point in the history of Canadian 
banking. Total quick assets have also attained a new high at

The banks now hold, according to this letter, about one bil- 
lion dollars in bonds, while loans to business have reached the 
lowest point since February, 1917, It is plain therefore that the |

two million people are being actually fed at public expense, and 
another two million people are in acute financial distress. All 


that we are paying the banks for all this amounts to about | 
thirty million dollars per year in net profits.
